After months of secret rendezvous, 
the prince has his ex Davy 


contemplating a royal role

B 


or his 31st birthday, Prince Harry is 
getting the royal treatment. Organized by 
his longtime best friend, Guy Pelly, a two- 
day extravaganza kicks off September 17, 
two days after the prinee offieially leaves age 30 
behind. “The plan is to go out for drinks the first 
night and have a bigger bash the second night,” 
says a close friend. “It might even be at Kensington 
Palaee!” Cousins Princess Eugenie and Prineess 
Beatrice will be among the who’s who of London 
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in attendance. And one South 
African socialite — Chelsy Davy, 
Harry’s college sweetheart — is 
flying 8,500 miles for the occa- 
sion. Promises the friend, “It’s 
going to be quite a party.” 

And just like old times. During 
a three-month summer tour of 
Africa to raise awareness for con- 
servation causes, Harry — who split 
with girlfriend of nearly two years 
Cressida Bonas in 2014 — secretly 
reconnected with Davy, the bubbly 
corporate attorney he dated on and 
off from 2004 to 2011. “They decided 
they would like to give their relation- 
ship another chance,” says a close 
Harry source. “They still have strong 
feelings for each other.” So strong, 
in fact, that friends believe the once 
hard-partying prince may put a ring 
on the 29-year-old. Serving 10 years 
in the military, including two tours 
in Afghanistan, taught Harry to 
value family over frivolity, says a 
source: He longs for the “beautiful 
life” his brother. Prince William, 




5 to the pal, began inviting her 
1 to meals. He even arranged a 
S private screening of a newly 
released romantic blockbust- 
er. “Harry kept most of this to 
_ himself at the time,” contin- 
ues the friend, “but I wasn’t 
surprised when he admitted they 
had been meeting.” 

When Davy returned to South Af- 
rica, they stayed in constant contact 
“mostly via FaceTime or messaging,” 
says the Harry friend. And though 
he briefly flirted with Doctor Who 
actress Jenna Coleman at a May polo 
match, Harry’s mind was on Davy. 
Through lengthy conversations, he 
and Davy began to believe they could 
overcome the obstacles that had 
driven them apart. “That,” says the 
pal, “was when they started thinking 
about getting back together.” 

Being a prince has its perks — and 
the self-professed “dream” job he 
accepted in June touring Namibia, 
Tanzania, Botswana and South 
Africa to raise awareness for wildlife 


shares with wife Duchess Kate, both 
33. “Harry talks a lot about wanting 
to get married,” continues the insider. 
Children are on the wish list too. As 
he told a reporter in New Zealand in 
May, “Of course, I would love to have 
kids right now.” 

IINSIDE THE REUNION 

Harry and Davy’s romance reignited 
over dinner and a movie. In February 
— one month after Davy split with 
her British boyfriend of two years, 
jeweler Charles Goode, 31 — she 
visited London. There, she and 
Harry “got in touch again,” says the 
friend. “Their split was dramatic but 
they never hated each other.” Harry, 
who “held a flame for her for a long

Says 
a source, “He

Davy’s parents, Charles, a wealthy 
landowner and safari operator, and 
Beverley, a former model, offered 
the couple a hideaway at their Cape 
Town compound. “Harry’s so close 
with her family that visiting Chelsy 
was easy,” continues the friend. “He 
could stay at their place without 
word getting out.” Away from the 
spotlight, Harry and Chelsy got to 
know each other again. 


• MAKING IT WORK 

After all, the two are not the same 
people they were a decade ago. 
Davy was a fourth-year student 


at Cheltenham College boarding 
school in Cheltenham, Glouces- 
tershire, England, when she was 
introduced by a friend to Harry, 
who was taking a yearlong break 
after high school. They “had a very 
feisty relationship,” Marcia Moody, 
author of Harry: A Biography, 
tells Us, “They were loving, but 
very turbulent.” (A source says 
he affectionately nicknamed her 
“Trouble.”) Often, they were sepa- 
rated by thousands of miles. While 
Davy moved on to the University 
of Cape Town the next year, Harry 
entered the Royal Military Academy 
Sandhurst in Camberley, Surrey. By 
the time she enrolled in law school 
at the University of Leeds in West 
Yorkshire, England, in 2007, he had 
begun his overseas deployments and 
was training as an Army soldier. 

When they were in the same city, 
they were more interested in hitting

in her past that might give 
the royals pause. In 2000, when 
Zimbabwe president Robert 
Mugabe seized property from 
white owners in a violent land grab, 
Davy's father, Charles, managed to 
keep much of his several hundred 
thousand-acre game-hunting op- 
eration.

Davy also wasn’t sold on the 
prospect of being a princess. At 
House of Windsor gatherings, such 
as William’s April 29, 2011, wedding 
to Kate, which Davy attended as 
Harry’s plus- one, she got an unvar- 
nished look at life in The Firm (the 
royal family’s in-house nickname). 
“Harry has always liked women who 
are headstrong, extremely confident 
and intelligent,” says the Harry 
source. “Unfortunately, that type 
of woman is usually not so into the 
idea of marrying into a royal family 
and giving up on the life she has 
already created for herself.” Davy, 
adds the insider, “was so against 
the idea of ditching everything to 
become a submissive royal wife.” 

Since then, both Harry and Davy 
have evolved. “The things they’re 
looking for in life have changed,” 
says the source. “Neither of them 
goes out like they used to, and Har- 
ry would love to settle down. He’s 
enjoying so many awesome things 
in terms of life experience, but he 
does get lonely.” The prince nearly 


admitted as much during the May 
interview in New Zealand: “It would 
be great to have someone else next 
to me to share the pressure.” 

Nowadays, Harry, who retired 
from the Army in June, envies the 
life of his neighbors. A few steps 
away from his own Nottingham

Suddenly, Davy finds the 
idea of living la vida Windsor 
more appealing. “She has seen 
that Harry can live as he wants 
but still continue to serve the 
country,” says the friend. “It’s 
proving to her that Harry is 
bucking tradition and doing 
his own thing. And he wants 
it to be the same for his wife.” 


»THE ROAD AHEAD 

Davy may be willing to go the 
distance to make Harry’s dreams 
come true. The attorney, who left 
the U.K. firm Allen & Overy in 
2014, is looking into positions in 
London, says a source. “She always 
said she wouldn’t come back. There 
was nothing in the city for her once 
she and Harry broke up and she 
hated the weather,” says the pal. 
“But it seems she’s had a change of 
heart.” A Davy friend warns that 
the couple won’t rush to an engage- 
ment: “They are both cautious. 

They don’t want to hurt themselves 
or each other.” 

Until Davy moves, Harry will 
travel to her. In November, after he 
completes official trips to the United 
States (to promote the 2016 Invictus 
Games in Washington, D.C.) and 
Lesotho (for the opening of a center 
for HIV-afflicted children), he will 
tour South Africa. Says the friend, 
“We’re all hoping for a new chapter 
in Harry’s relationship with Chelsy.”
